News  Briefs  From  The 
Jewish  Theological  Seminary 
of  America 

Seminary  Awarded  Major  Grant 
To  Revamp  U.S.  Jewish  Education 

Less  than  a  year  after  the  commission  on  Jewish 
Education  in  North  America  called  for  “a 
massive  program  ...  to  revitalize  (American) 
Jewish  education,”  the  Seminary  is  taking  the 
lead  in  efforts  to  reinvigorate  the  American 
Jewish  educational  system. 

The  Seminary’s  initiative  is  being  aided  by  a 
$750,000  grant  from  the  Cleveland-based  Man- 
del  Associated  Foundations.  It  will  help  fund  a 
four-year  program  to  create  “a  new  educational 
training  model  for  day  school  teachers  that  will 
connect  the  Seminary  directly  to  the  educational 
frigs  of  American  Jewry,”  said  Chancellor 
'  m  Schorsch. 

The  field  training  program  is  only  part  of  the 
Seminary’s  effort.  Rabbi  Schorsch,  himself,  has 
raised  over  $1  million  for  day  school  teaching 
fellowships.  Last  year,  the  Theodore  and 
Florence  Baumritter  chair  in  Jewish  education

Dedicated  on  December  7 

Three  Torah  scrolls  have  been  donated  to  the 
Park  Avenue  Synagogue  by:  Mr.  &  Mrs.  Joel  J. 
Cohen,  in  loving  memory  of  Eva  and  David  M. 
Cohen;  The  Hessed  Fund  established  by  Mr.  & 
Mrs.  Robert  P.  Antler,  in  honor  of  Mr.  &  Mrs. 
Eric  R.  Antler  and  Mr.  &  Mrs.  Frederick 
Rothstein;  and  Mrs.  Morris  J.  Goldberg  and  her 
children,  in  memory  of  her  husband  and  their 
father,  Morris  Jacob  Goldberg.

Hanukkah:  A  Struggle  Against 
Assimilation 

Most  of  us  are  familiar  with  the  story  of 
Hanukkah.  We  are  conscious  that  around  168 
B.C.E.  a  Seleucid  (Greek)  tyrant,  Antiochus 
Epiphanes,  denied  the  Jews  religious  freedom 
and  banned  all  Jewish  observance.  We  know 
that  a  small  band  of  religious  freedom  fighters, 
the  Maccabees  (the  Hasmoneans),  fought  this 
tyrant  and  his  vast  army  -  and  won.  And  we  are 
aware  that  in  rededicating  the  defiled  Temple  in 
Jerusalem,  only  one  pure  flask  of  oil  was  found 
an-d  it  miraculously  lasted  for  eight  days. 

What  we  are  less  aware  of,  however,  is  that  the 
Hanukkah  story  represents  a  struggle  against 
assimilation  that  our  ancestors  faced  2200  years 
ago.  It  is  a  struggle  with  which  we,  American 
Jews  in  1991,  are  very  familiar. 

Antiochus  Epiphanes  had  collaborators  in  his 
desire  to  ban  all  Jewish  observances  -  and  they 
were  Jews.  They  were  wealthy,  politically 
powerful  and  socially  climbing  Jews  (some  of 
them  High  Priests,  leaders  of  the  people)  who 
very  much  wanted  to  fit  in  with  the  surrounding 
attractive  Hellenistic  culture.  They  wanted  to 
assimilate.  On  their  own,  they  probably  would 
not  have  promoted  outlawing  Jewish  practices. 
However,  they  were  willing  to  abandon  most  of 
the  Jewish  laws  and  customs  which  prevented 
them  from  entering  the  mainstream  society, 
whether  that  meant  eating  swine  flesh,  abandon¬ 
ing  study  of  the  Torah,  or  even  reversing  their 
circumcisions.  Hellenistic  society  was  very  at¬ 
tractive:  athletics  in  the  Greek  gymnasium  were 
both  physical  and  social;  mingling  with  Greek 
intellectuals  was  mind-expanding;  and  political 
appointments  gained  these  Jews  both  power  and 
money. 

But  the  price  they  paid  to  keep  these  gains  was 
steep;  it  cost  them  their  Judaism.  And  their 
surrounding  Jewish  community  would  not  toler¬ 
ate  their  actions.  So  the  Maccabees  and  the

Hasidim  (the  Pietists)  fought  not  only  the 
Seleucids  in  this  war,  but  their  own  fellow  Jews. 
They  were  not  about  to  let  increasing  assimila¬ 
tion  destroy  Judaism.  They  would  not  let  the 
desire  for  money,  power,  physical  and  intellec¬ 
tual  acculturation  destroy  a  sacred  tradition 
which  by  then  was  already  1500  years  old. 

We  are  the  descendants  of  the  Maccabees  and 
the  Hasidim.  Without  them  Judaism  would  not 
have  survived.  And  their  actions  challenge  us  to 
examine  our  own.  We,  too,  are  confronted  with 
a  wonderfully  attractive  surrounding  culture 
aesthetically,  physically,  socially,  and  intellec¬ 
tually.  And  our  temptations  are  perhaps  more 
pervasive  because  we  are  equal  members  in  this 
society  and  may  partake  in  it  as  we  please.  But 
as  we  partake  we  need  to  ask  ourselves  the 
following  questions:  What  compromises  to  my 
Judaism  am  I  making  in  order  to  participate  in 
American/Western  society,  and  are  they  neces¬ 
sary?  What  concrete  action  am  I  taking  to  make 
sure  that  I  preserve  and  pass  on  the  Judaism  that 
I  value?  The  answers  to  the  first  question  will  be 
varied;  and  the  answers  to  the  second  question 
should  include  Jewish  education,  active  syna¬ 
gogue  participation,  and  frequent  observance  of 
Jewish  laws  and  practices.  Without  them  we 
will  not  continue  to  be  loyal  descendants  of  the 
Maccabees.

Celebrating  Hanukkah 

When? 

Hanukkah  is  celebrated  for  eight  days  beginning 
on  the  25th  day  of  Kislev  which  corresponds  to 
the  evening  of  Sunday,  December  1st  through 
sundown  Monday,  December  9th. 

Why? 

Lights  are  kindled  in  the  menorah,  or  Ha- 
nukkiah,  on  each  of  the  eight  nights  of  Hanuk¬ 
kah  to  commemorate  the  miraculous  victory  of 
the  Jews  over  the  Syrian  Greeks  in  the  Second 
Century,  B.C.E.  A  small  cruze  of  oil  was  found 
when  the  Temple  was  rededicated  which  sur¬ 
prisingly  lasted  for  eight  days  instead  or 
expected  one  day,  making  it  possible  foi 
Jews  to  purify  more  oil  for  the  lamp  in  that 
period  of  time.  The  rabbis  tell  us  that  just  as  a 
small  amount  of  oil  casts  a  great  deal  of  light,  so 
did  a  few  Jews  stand  against  the  many  and  the 
mighty  in  order  to  preserve  their  faith.

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How? 

A  menorah  has  places  for  eight  lights  and  one 
more  light,  the  ninth,  called  the  shamash. 
Generally,  wax  candles  are  used,  although  some 
menorahs  are  made  to  be  used  with  oil  and  a 
wick. 

On  the  first  evening,  the  first  candle  is  placed 
on  the  RIGHT  side  of  the  menorah.  Then  on 
each  succeeding  night,  a  candle  is  added  to  the 
LEFT.  The  shamash  is  lit  first  and  the  following 
blessings  are  said: 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Elohainu  Melekh  Haolam 
asher  kidshanu  b’mitzvotav  v’tzivanu  I’had- 
lik  ner  shel  Hanukkah. 

Praised  are  You,  Lord  Our  God,  King  of  the 
Universe,  who  has  made  us  holy  through  His 
commandments  and  who  has  commanded  us 
to  kindle  the  Hanukkah  light. 

Then: 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Elohainu  Melekh  Haolam, 
she-asah  nisim  la-avotainu  bayamin  hahem 
baz-man  hezeh. 

Praised  are  You,  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the 
Universe,  who  performed  miracles  for  our 
ancestors  in  those  days,  at  this  time. 

ihe  first  night  only,  the  Sheheheyanu  is 
added: 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Elohainu  Melekh  Haolam, 
sheheheyanu  v’kee-y’manu  v’hee-gee-anu 
lazman  hezeh. 

Praised  are  You,  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the 
Universe,  who  has  kept  us  in  life,  sustained 
us  and  enabled  us  to  reach  this  season. 

Then  the  shamash  is  used  to  kindle  that  eve¬ 
ning’s  lights.  The  kindling  always  starts  on  the 
LEFT  with  the  candle  which  has  been  added  for 
the  new  day  and  continues  by  moving  to  the 
right. 

On  Friday  night,  the  Shabbat  candles  are  lit 
after  the  Hanukkah  lights  are  lit. 

The  menorah  is  often  placed  at  a  window,  if 
practical,  to  give  public  recognition  to  God’s 
deliverance  of  the  Jews. 

Special  attention  should  be  given  to  children’s 
involvement  in  kindling  the  lights.  In  many 
families  more  than  one  menorah  is  lit,  the 
children  lighting  their  own. 

Customs? 

After  lighting  Hanukkah  candles  or  lights,  it  is 
customary  to  sing  Hanukkah  songs  and  to  eat 
potato  latkes  (pancakes)  with  either  applesauce 
^pur  cream.  In  Israel,  fried  donuts  instead  of 
Is  are  eaten. 

In  the  United  States,  it  has  become  customary 
for  children  to  receive  Hanukkah  “gelt”  (money), 
Hanukkah  chocolate  candies,  and  to  play  with 
dreidels.  Also,  family  members  tend  to  ex¬ 
change  Hanukkah  gifts  in  a  “Jewish  way”  of 
expressing  their  love  for  one  another. 


Hanukkah  is  also  a  perfect  time  and  excuse  for 
having  Hanukkah  parties — a  way  of  celebrating 
this  victorious  aspect  of  our  Jewish  history.

was  established.  And  with  the  help  of  a  Wexler 
Foundation  grant,  the  Seminary  is  exploring  the 
creation  of  a  School  of  Jewish  Education. 

Rabbinical  School  Enrollment  Is  Up 

Enrollment  at  the  Seminary’s  Rabbinical  School 
rose  nearly  50  percent  this  year.  There  are  32 
new  students  in  the  incoming  class. 

The  numbers  only  tell  part  of  the  story,  says 
Rabbi  Gordon  Tucker,  the  school’s  dean.  The 
quality  of  students  is  also  very  high.  Tucker 
says  he  cannot  explain  why  so  many  more 
qualified  people  are  seeking  careers  in  the 
rabbinate,  but  he  has  a  theory:  “The  students 
who  applied  and  were  admitted  this  year 
showed  an  extraordinary  commitment  to  Juda¬ 
ism  and  Jewish  life  and  this  may  be  reflective  of 
a  trend  in  the  Jewish  community  generally.” 

The  Seminary’s  Nina  Franklin  Summer  School 
also  saw  a  significant  enrollment  increase  this 
year.  In  the  first  session,  121  students  were 
enrolled;  while  there  were  107  in  the  second. 
Courses  covered  a  wide  area,  from  the  Jews  of 
New  York  to  the  Jews  of  North  Africa;  from 
feminist  theology  to  an  introduction  to  philoso¬ 
phy.

Yiddish  Film  Between  Two  World 
At  The  Museum  of  Modern  Art 
Through  January  12 

The  first  major  exhibition  of  Yiddish  films 
made  in  Europe  and  the  United  States  from  the 
1920’s  through  the  1980’s  opened  at  The  Mu¬ 
seum  of  Modem  Art  on  November  14,  1991. 
The  films  featured  in  Yiddish  Film  Between  Two 
Worlds  depict  the  concerns  and  values  of  Yid¬ 
dish  culture  and  preserve  the  nuances  of  the 
Yiddish  language.  The  exhibition  continues 
through  January  12,  1992. 

Yiddish  Film  Between  Two  Worlds  includes 
melodramas,  farces,  tragedies,  musical  come¬ 
dies,  and  documentaries  that  capture  the  talents 
of  such  international  stars  as  Ida  Kaminska, 
Solomon  Mikhoels,  Molly  Picon,  Ludwig  Satz, 
and  Maurice  Schwartz,  America’s  foremost 
Yiddish  actor. 

While  only  a  fragment  of  the  once  vibrant  world 
of  Yiddish  theater  and  cinema  survives,  these 
films  are  invaluable  for  their  representation  of  a 
popular  culture  that  flourished  in  the  period 
1911  to  1948  in  Poland,  the  Soviet  Union, 
Austria,  and  the  United  States. 

The  heart  of  the  exhibition  is  the  golden  age  of 
Yiddish  cinema,  films  made  from  the  1920’s 
through  the  1940’s  that  drew  upon  the  er  N 
fished  dramatic  and  literary  tradition  of  Yu 
theater  and  literature.  The  films  from  this 
period  address  the  dislocation  between  the  old 
country  and  the  New  World,  parent  and  child, 
and  folk  community  and  industrial  society,  as 
well  as  the  conflict  between  tradition  and 
modernity. 

In  addition,  “Celebrating  Yiddish,”  an  evening 
of  music,  poetry,  and  performance,  will  be 
presented  on  Monday,  December  9th  at  8  p.m. 

Yiddish  Film  Between  Two  Worlds  was  organ¬ 
ized  by  Adrienne  Mancia,  curator,  Department 
of  Film,  The  Museum  of  Modern  Art;  Sharon 
Pucker  Rivo,  executive  director,  The  National 
Center  for  Jewish  Film,  located  at  Brandeis 
University;  and  J.  Hoberman,  author  and  film 
critic,  The  Village  Voice.  The  exhibition  is 
supported  by  a  grant  from  The  Nathan  Cum¬ 
mings  Foundation.

Additional  Interesting  Facts 
About  Hanukkah 

Why  are  the  heroes  of  the  Hanukkah  story  called 
" Maccabees ?” 

The  word  “maccabee”  is  an  acrostic  created  by 
joining  the  first  letter  of  the  Hebrew  words  Mi 
Kamocha  ba’elim  Adonay,  which  means  “who 
among  the  mighty  is  like  Thee,  0  God?” 
According  to  one  theory,  “maccabee”  was  the 
battle  cry  of  the  Jewish  patriots  who  warred 
against  the  Syrian-Greeks  in  165  B.C.E. 

According  to  a  second  theory,  “macabbee”  is 
the  Hebrew  word  for  “hammer,”  derived  from 
the  root  makav.  Judah,  the  leader  of  the  revolt 
against  the  Syrian-Greeks,  was  given  the  name 
“Maccabee”  because  of  his  great  strength. 

Why  is  no  reference  made  in  the  Talmud  to  the 
miraculous  military  victories  of  Judah  the  Mac¬ 
cabee  and  the  Hasmoneans? 

By  this  purposeful  omission  the  rabbis  ex¬ 
pressed  dissatisfaction  over  the  action  of  the 
Hasmoneans,  who  reestablished  the  monarchy 
after  their  victory  over  the  Syrian-Greeks. 
Jewish  tradition  maintained  that  the  right  to  be 
royalty  belonged  only  to  the  House  of  David, 
descendants  of  the  tribe  of  Judah;  and  the 
Hasmoneans  were  not  members  of  the  tribe  of 


Judah. 

Why  isn't  the  Book  of  Maccabees  part  of  the 
Bible? 

The  Book  of  Maccabees  is  part  of  the  Apocry¬ 
pha,  a  group  of  fourteen  books  of  the  Septuagint 
(Greek  translation  of  the  Bible),  which  Judaism 
did  not  consider  worthy  of  inclusion  in  the  Bible 
(canon).  Protestants  do  not  consider  the  Apoc¬ 
rypha  part  of  the  Bible,  but  Catholics  accept 
eleven  of  the  books. 

Why  is  it  permissible  to  perform  work  on 
Hanukkah  but  not  on  other  holidays? 

Hanukkah  is  a  post-biblical  holiday.  With  the 
exception  of  Purim,  only  those  holidays  men¬ 
tioned  specifically  in  the  Bible  became  full 
holidays,  with  restrictions  on  secular  activities. 
Special  synagogue  services  similar  to  those  held 
on  Pesah,  Sukkot,  and  Shavuot  are  not  held  to 
celebrate  Hanukkah,  although  the  liturgy  has 
been  supplemented  by  the  recitation  of  Al 
Hanisim  and  Hal  lei,  plus  the  reading  of  the 
Torah  every  morning  for  the  duration  of  the 
festival. 

Why  is  Al  Hanisim  recited  on  Hanukkah? 

The  special  Al  Hanisim  (“The  Miracles”) 
prayer  was  added  to  the  Amidah  prayer  and  to 
the  Grace  After  Meals  some  time  before  the  8th 
century  to  mark  the  great  victory  of  Hanukkah, 
which  to  Jews  throughout  the  centuries  was 
considered  nothing  less  than  a  miracle.  Al 
Hanisim  is  also  included  in  the  Purim  liturgy. 

Why  is  Maoz  Tzur  ("Rock  of  Ages")  sung  after 
the  Hanukkah  candles  have  been  kindled? 

The  Maoz  Tzur,  written  by  an  unknown  author 
between  the  11th  and  13th  centuries,  extols  God 
as  Israel’s  deliverer,  which  is  the  precise  theme 
of  the  holiday.  The  author’s  first  name  was 
undoubtedly  Mordecai,  for  he  uses  the  Hebrew 
letters  that  spell  out  Mordecai  as  an  acrostic 
signature.  The  melody  popular  today,  adopted 
from  a  popular  German  folksong,  has  been  in 
use  since  the  middle  of  the  15th  century. 

Why  were  the  letters  on  the  dreidel  changed 
after  the  State  of  Israel  was  established? 

A  dreidel  is  a  four-sided  top  with  a  different 
Hebrew  letter  on  each  side.  The  word  dreidel  is 
a  Yiddish  word  derived  from  the  German 
drehen,  which  means  “to  turn.”  The  Hebrew 
name  for  dreidel  is  sevivone,  from  the  root 
savor,  meaning  “to  turn.” 

Dreidels  used  before  the  State  of  Israel  was 
established  (1948)  had  the  following  Hebrew 
letters  on  them:  nun,  gimmel,  hay,  shin.  Those 
letters  stood  for  the  Hebrew  words  nes  gadol 
hay  a  sham,  meaning  “a  great  miracle  happened 
there.”  After  the  State  was  established,  the  shin 
of  sham  was  changed  to  the  letter  pay  for  po, 
meaning  “here.”  And  so  the  four  letters  found 
on  many  dreidels  today  have  nun,  gimmel,  hay, 
pay,  meaning  “a  great  miracle  happened  here 
(in  Israel).”
